(DI GEST OF PROPOSED 1ST SUBSTI TUTE)

Decl ares that the goal of the basic education act for the
school s of the state of Washington set forth in this act shal
be to provide students wth the opportunity to becone
responsi bl e and respectful global citizens, to contribute to
their economic well-being and that of their famlies and
communities, to explore and understand diverse perspectives,
to enjoy productive and satisfying lives, and to develop a
public school system that focuses on the educational
achi evenent of all students, which includes high expectations
for and prepares students to achieve personal and acadenic
success. To these ends, the goals of each school district,
with the invol venent of parents and community nenbers, shall
be to provide opportunities for every student to devel op the
knowl edge and skills essenti al to: (1) Read with
conprehension, wite effectively, and comuni cate successful ly
in a variety of ways and settings and with a variety of
audi ences;

(2) Know and apply the core concepts and principles of
mat hematics; social, physical, and life sciences; world
hi story, cultures, and geography; civics and arts; and health
and fitness;

(3) Think analytically, logically, and creatively, and to
integrate different experiences and know edge to formreasoned
j udgnment s and sol ve probl ens;

(4) Understand the inportance of work and persona
financial literacy and how performance, effort, and decisions
directly affect future career and educational opportunities;
and

(5) Understand and be fully prepared to exercise the
responsibilities of <civic participation in a pluralistic
soci ety.

Provides that, beginning with the 2007-08 school year
funding for voluntary all-day kindergarten prograns shall be
phased-in beginning wth schools with the highest poverty
| evel s, defined as those schools with the hi ghest percentages
of students qualifying for free and reduced-price |unch
support in the prior school year. Once a school receives
funding for the all-day kindergarten program that school
shall remain eligible for funding in subsequent school years
regardl ess of changes in the school's percentage of students
eligible for free and reduced-price |lunches as |ong as other
program requirenents are fulfilled. Resources for all-day
ki ndergarten shall support students who qualify for free and
reduced-price lunch program support. Additionally, schools
receiving all-day kindergarten program support shall agree to



the followng conditions: (1) Providing at Ileast a one
t housand- hour instructional program

(2) Providing a curriculumthat offers a rich, varied set
of experiences that assist students in: (a) developing initial
skills in the academ c areas of reading, mathematics, and
witing; (b) developing a variety of comunication skills; (c)
provi di ng experiences in science, social studies, arts, health
and physical education, and a world |anguage other than
English; (d) acquiring large and small notor skills; (e)
acquiring social and enotional skills including successful
participation in learning activities as an individual and as
part of a group; (f) establishing |earning environnents that
are devel opnentally appropriate and pronote creativity; and
(g) learning through hands-on experiences;

(3) Denonstrating strong connections and conmunication
with early |l earning community providers; and

(4) Participating in kindergarten program readiness
activities wth early learning providers and parents.

Declares that the goals of the English as a second
| anguage denonstration project are to devel op recomrendati ons:
(1) Identifying foundational conpetencies for devel oping
academ c English skills in English |anguage |earner students
t hat al | teachers should acquire in initial t eacher
pr eparati on prograns;

(2) ldentifying conponents of a professional devel opnent
program that builds classroom teacher conpetence for
devel opi ng academ c English skills in English | anguage | ear ner
students; and

(3) ldentifying job-enbedded practices that connect the
English |anguage I|earner teacher and classroom teachers to
coordinate instruction to support the work of the student.

Requires the institute for public policy to report its
findings to the governor, the office of the superintendent of
public instruction, and the education and fiscal commttees of
the legislature. An interimreport is due Novenber 1, 2008.
The final report is due Decenber 1, 2009.
